Police Think 1 Vicon Sent Drug 
Himself to Cast Suspicion 
on Woman, 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANcISCO, Dec. 4-S8trych- 
nine in “‘medicine’’ powders inclosed in 
a letter to Harry Boas, believed to have 
been mailed by himself, ended his life 
here yesterday and closed an unhappy 
romance with a widow of San Jose, 
Cal.. who is said to have broken her 
engagement to him six weeks ago. 

The letter inclosing the fatal medicine 
came from San Jose and was signed 
‘“narles M. Hawer,”’ who is not known 
there. The handwriting on the envelope 
ig identical with Boas’ chirography, ex- 
perts say. He is believed to have mailed 
the letter to himself in San Jose, with 
a special delivery stamp, and then hur- 
ried sack to San Francisco and swal- 
lowed ihe poison within a few hours 
after its receipt, at the Postoffice here. 

If it was Boas’ intention to cast sus- 
picion on his former sweetheart, his 
unique method probably will be a fail- 
ure, for it is not beélievéd that any re- 
quest for Mrs. Anna Gallagher's afrest 
will be made to the San Jose police by 
the San Francisco authorities. 

Letter Which Accompanied Poison. 

The letter te Boas, who was 31 years 
old and the Western representative of a 
big electrical concern, follows: 

“Having been requested by some 
friends of yours, as well as mine, in 
San Jose, to send you my relief for 
stomach trouble, I take ‘pleasure in 
so doing, she naving told me that 
you have been continually bothered 
with indigestion. The two powders 
which I inclose to you are not only a 
relief, but a cure fer that ailment. 

“If you take the two powders . 
mixed together, followed by a glass 
of whisky or water, before retiring 
tonight, I can assure you of a cure. 
I shall ask you whether you have 
had a return of the ailment, which 
is the cause of more headaches than 
anything else. 

“This medicine has brought a cure 
in several cases in my practice, and 
will in your case. Kindly excuse 
haste in which they were put up, as 
I had forgotten them until the last 
moment. Hoping that I have done 
you a service, I remain, yours, 

‘CHARLES M. HAWER.” 

Before Boas retired last night he told 
his mother that he intended to take 
some powders to relieve indigestion. 

A short time later his mother and sis- 
ter heard screams in his room, and 
found him in great agony. A physician 
was called, but Boas died a few min- 
utes after the. doctor arriyed. 

Wrote Letter to Himearlitf. 

The dying man’s spasm aroused the 
physician’s suspicions, and the ‘matter 
was brought to the attention of ‘the au- 
thorities. The City Chemist made an 


analysis of the contents of the stomach | 
that he had found 


and announced 
strychnine in sufficient quantity to have 
caused death. 

After failing to find any trace in San 
Jose of the man whose name, was 
signed to the letter Boas received, hand- 
writing experts were .called into the 
case. At first the police were inclined 
to the theory that the letter had been 
written by a woman, who knew little 
about. the first principles of medicine, 
but the handwriting experts said Boas 
himself probably was the author of the 
missive.

The significant happening was a de- 
light to witness.

Louis audience to 80 fine a fetvor was 
the work of a master who is mistakine- 
ly supposed to make ne irresistible de- 
tnand upon present-day emotions and to 
havé lost that sovereignty over human 
souls which was his in an earlier and 
more imaginative age. 

Next in value to this confession is the 
additional tryth that we are not afraid 
to voice our appreciation of exquisite 
musicianly achievement, even though it 
be the work of our own home orcheertra. 
it is not-only that Mr. Zath’s players 
eave ws a revelation of artistry well 
worthy of the greatest visiting or- 
chestras—it..is that we were clear- 
sighted and brave enough to recognize 
the faet and to testify to it as unre- 
servedly as though the St. Louis Sym- 
phony’ Orthestra bore the sign-manual 
of Buropepn cornmendation vouching for 
its high deserts. 

A Program of Austere Simplicity. 

And, isideed, the entire evening pos- 
sessed very much this fine significance 
of ability to pereeive the truth of mas- 
terly work and a ready willingness to 
applaud the work as such. It was a 
Beethoven evening, the entire program 
devoted to the compdsitions of this lofty 
soul, so greatly simpie in its harmonic 
inspiration, ‘the warrant for such an 
offering being the approaching anniver- 
sary of the composer’s birth, and it 
Was essentially a perilous venture. Con- 
ductor Zach had no complete assurance 
that a St. Louls audience would care 
for an exclusively Beethoven program— 
he tempted the hazard on his own judg- 
ment, knowing now what his players 
can do, and, it must be, having reason 
to believe in the soundness of St. Louls 
musical taste of the present moment, 

An Admirable Balance Maintained. 

So doing, he scored what seems to 
me a most notable victory in the Sym- 
phony Orchestra's history. In hig ar- 
rangement of the program he lald the 
foundation for this victory. Its balance 
was admirable and its cumulative effect 
was of the surest, provided that a ful! 
intelligence prevailed in the house. 
Opening with the Fidelio Overture, Op.

Miles in Almost World’s 
Record Time. 











NEW YORK, Dec. 4—For many 
years England has cherished the belief 
that she is possessed of the greatest 
long distance runners in the world, and 
with good reason. But this year Italy 
Has come to the front as a rival. Do- 
rando, you know about, but the great- 
est exhibition of running yet uncov- 
ered was that given by a 12-year-old 
boy named Joseph Rubini, at a recent 
cr@ss-country race near Teramo, Italy. 

The race was at a distance of about 
fifteen miles. Rubini’s time for the 
race was officially given as ih. 2im. and 
36s," which is remtarkably fast for the 
distance, and is only im. and 32 2-5s 
slower than the world’s record made by 
Sid Thomas, at Herne Hill, in England, 
on Oct. 22, 1892. 

‘Reports of the race received here say 
that “much of the course over which 
the race was run included rough streets 
and steep hills, and at that place Ru- 
bini was enthusiastically cheered by the 
spectators, who lined the course.”
